400 Allied War Captives 
Ride Down Freedom Road 


PANMUNJOM UP) — Four hun­ 
dred happy Allied war captives 
rode Russian trucks down the dirt 
road from North Korea to free­ 
dom today . 
The massive, five-week Korean 
War prisoner exchange was on- 
12,763 U. N. troops, including 3,313 
Americans, for 74,000 Reds. 
The Communists said 392 more 
prisoners, including 70, Americans, 
will be liberated tomorrow <p.m. 
EST, Wednesday .) 
Seventy Americans came out of 
the bleak Communist prison camps 
in the first day ’s exchange, many 
with laughs and shouts, all with 
heartfelt thanksgiving to be home­ 
ward bound. 
For them and 330 other former 
Allied captives the Korean War 
had finally ended, nine day s after 
firing stopped at the front on July 
27. 
However,

blurred by a grim report from the 
first American officer released. 
Maj. John Daujat of Richmond, 
Calif., told newsmen the Reds had 
sentenced some U. S. officer cap­ 
tives to long prison terms only two 
day s ago for "instigating against 
peace.” 
That was seven day s after the 
armistice. 
Daujat w.as swept into the home­ 
ward processing before he could 
elaborate.

iith delay , confusion and red tap e 
is far as transp ortation to and 
rom the cam p was concerned. 
A C-47 equip p ed to carry p ass­ 
eng ers beg an the p ickup in Missou­ 
ri with a stop at Columbia, then 
Jrop p ed in at D exter on the sec­ 
ond leg of the flig ht. The next 
scheduled stop was at Jop lin, but 
when the p lane neared Sp ring field 
it chang ed course and finally land­ 
ed at Fairfax in Kansas City , 
Kan. The reason--the starboard mo­ 
tor had been losing oil and the 
crew was afraid to chance a land­ 
ing at Jop lin. 
After a two-hour delay in Kan­ 
sas City and considerable cutting 
of red tdp e to secure another C-47 
one with bucket-ty p e seats, the

In June, according to a report 
to the m ayor, the water depart­ 
m ent billed paying custom ers for 
37.185.800 gallons of water and iii 
July this was increased by 4.915.- 
100 gallons to a total of 42,100.900 
gallons. Neither figure, the mayor 
pointed out, includes the gallonage 
supplied the city. 
To m eet this unpreced en ted de­ 
mand for water — the biggest in 
the history of the city — the water 
plant is pumping its full capacity 
from all four wells and at the rate 
of 2500 gallons per minute. 
Despite this unprecedented de­ 
mand on the city’s water supply, 
the m ayor em phasized, there is no 
present need for alarm as the water 
plant is m eeting the current de­ 
mand and there is no im m ediate 
prospect of any necessity to ration 
the water supply. 
If consumption of water continues 
to increase, the m ayor said, this 
morning, as it has in the past, it 
is going to be necessary that som e 
changes be 
m ade. 
While air conditioners are not 
entirely to blam e for the dem and, 
they do im pose a big problem, he 
said. As it is now water used in 
the type of conditioners using wa­ 
ter as a cooling m edium , goes into 
the city’s sanitary sew er system , 
overloading them and making their 
operation less effectual. 
As m any firm s are understood 
to be planning the installation of 
a ir conditioning units for next year. 
Mayor Butler said, it m ay be ne­ 
cessary to require such firm s to 
either erect towers so the water 
m ay be re-used or sink wells for 
the air condition supply of water.

A nyone who reads the provis­ 
ions and requirem ents of the m ilk 
ordinance presented and read the 
first tim e at this w eek’s council 
m eeting w ill im m ediately realize 
that w hen this ordinance is adopt­ 
ed a num ber of sm all dairym en are 
going to find their m arket abruptly 
shut off. 


The rigid specifications for the 
type 
>f barn in which the cow s 
be housed, the requirem ents for 
the handling and cooling of the 
m ilk, 
the 
tests 
and 
inspections 
dem anded to secure a G rade A 
rating for the milk produced are 
going to be entirely beyond th e 
financial ability of m any sm all 
herd m ilkers to m eet. 
Scattered throughout the county 
there are many farm ers w ho have 
one, tw o or three cow s they m ilk 
regularly and have been selling 
the m ilk to city dairies. 
A fter the passage of this ordin­ 
ance, which w ill prohibit the sale 
of any m ilk w ithin the corpora­ 
tion lim its unless it com es from 
a dairy that has m et all the re­ 
quirem ents of the ordinance, m any 
of these farm ers w ill sim p ly be 
financially unable to m ake 
the 
changes 
necessary 
to 
put 
their 
buildings into the condition re­ 
quired. 
This m eans they w ill either have 
to sell such m ilk as is not con­ 
sum ed at hom e to other farm ers 
outside the city, find a new m ar­ 
ket w here the restrictions are not 
so rigid, or dispose of the excess 
fluid by feeding hogs, or perhaps, 
dispose of their cow s.

After attending a reception F ri­ 
day night in honor of Harry S. 
Truman,

Limping guardsmen were still 
returning from hospitals, and th<- 
boys in Company C, First Ha .Cal­ 
ion, 140th Regiment, cjin;x«sed of 
men from the Marston area, ex­ 
pressed a desire to return home 
soon because bad luck sec.ninglv 
has dogged them since they left 
home. 
t Not only did they have the only 
fatality in the train wreck, Sgt. 


Lawerence 
Johnson, 
of 
Lilborn 
but their car was the one contain­ 
ing the greatest number of casual­ 
ties. To prove that lady luck was 
not on their side, the men said 
one of their tents had been struck 
by lightning Friday night. A tent 
pole was splintered but none of 
the six men in the tent was in­ 
jured. 
Two men in C company consider 
themselves lucky, though. O. B. 
M—Sgt. Kenneth Bodine explained 
that they were in the Pullman car 
just behind the kitchen car where 
the body of Sgt. Johnson was found. 
And only minutes before the train 
wreck occurred Sgt. Johnson had 
invited the two men into the kit­ 
chen car to sample some of the 
food he was to serve that day. 
They declined because both had 
brought some food from home for 
their noon meal. 
Sgt. Bodine said had the acci­ 
dent occurred a half an hour later, 
when the troops would have been 
eating lunch, the number of fatal­ 
ities would have undoubtedly been 
higher. He said when the troops 
abandoned the wrecked train it 
“ seemed like a rehearsal,” every­ 
thing went so smoothly. 
Three C company men had just 
reported to Camp Ripley after be­ 
ing hospitalized. All had been rid­ 
ing in a car in front of the wrecked 
kitchen car. Sgt. Rondal Riddle 
and Cpl. Donald Wren, both of 
Marston, were in a compartment 
together. Both were lying down 
when the accident happened and 
were thrown out of bed. 
Plenty Scared 
Their car caught fire and they 
ran down the aisle, broke out a 
window, then climbed out. Sgt. Rid­ 
dle said they were “ plenty scared.” 
Pvt. Robert Sanford, also of M ar­ 
ston. said he was in the lavatory 
and was thrown against the side 
of the train. After that he wasn’t 
[sure what happened, but he did 
get to the front somehow and es­ 
caped. 
One of the biggest headaches af- 
Iter the accident was the number 
of men who reported cases of poi­ 
son ivy, according to Lt. Col. Her­ 
bert Wickham, of Poplar Bluff, 
commanding officer of the first 
battalion.
